Gone, but not forgotten

T ears streamed down the tall, white-haired man’s face. He 
dabbed at his eyes behind dark sunglasses and wrestled 
inwardly with finding his voice. 

“I’m sorry,” he said quietly, after a long pause. 

Charles Lorentz’s voice cracked when he found the words to 
express what being able to see the Vietnam Traveling Memorial Wall 
meant to him. 

“I find it hard to put into words because I’ve got friends on that 
wall,” he said. 

Lorentz, of Independence, was one of 
more than 7,000 visitors who came to the 
Kentucky Veterans Cemetery North July 10 
through July 15 to view the three-fifths scale 
replica of the Vietnam Veterans Memorial in 
Washington, D.C. 

Despite the high winds, the torrential rain 
and extreme heat, people showed up through¬ 
out the day and night to pay tribute to the 
58,178 soldiers including four from Grant 
County. 

“I think it’s absolutely fantastic,” Lorentz 
said. “I’ve been to other traveling memorials 
and I’ve seen the one in Washington, but this 
is the first time I’ve seen this one. 

The Vietnam War left a scar on Lorentz 
and others like him that time has done little to 
erase. 

“I don’t know how, only the good Lord 
knows, but I had orders to go to Vietnam but 
they were stopped,” he said. “I ended up in 
Okinawa, but the other 24 soldiers from my 
unit went to Vietnam and they didn’t come 
home.” 

Jack Ball of Dry Ridge, has never made it 
to Washington so he made sure to see the wall since it was this close 
to home. 

“It’s wonderful to finally see it,” he said. 

Ball, an Army veteran, said he barely missed serving in Vietnam. 
His brother-in-law’s father was a casualty and he came to find his

Ed and Ronnie Gabbert share a 
bond like few brothers. 

The Grant County siblings both 
were drafted by the U.S. Army to 
serve in the Vietnam War a year 
apart, to the day.

“He got drafted on 
Feb. 4, 1968. I got drafted Feb. 4, 
1969.

Complaints 
prompt 0EA 
investigation 
at GCHS

TheOfficeofEducationalAccountability 
has completed an investigation of com¬ 
plaints against Grant County High School 
Principal Claudette Herald and has recom¬ 
mended two proce¬ 


dural changes. 

The OEA, which 
is under the 
Kentucky 
Department of 
Education,is respon¬ 
sible for investigat¬ 
ing complaints. 

“We will address 
the report, but there 
was nothing of high 
concern that’s a 
problem,” said Grant 
County 
Superintendent Ron 
Livingood. 

After complaints 
were filed against 
Herald, OEA staff 

visited GCHS twice in September 2012 
and interviewed staff, as well as collected 
documents relating to the allegations. The 
OEA filed its final investigation report on 
June 21, 2013.

“I love my job and I’m com¬ 
mitted to do what is best for our 
students,” Herald said. She has 
been principal at GCHS since 
2008. 

The report includes allega¬ 
tions, findings of fact by the 
OEA, conclusions and resolu¬ 
tions for the school district. 

The allegations against Her¬ 
ald include: 

• Allowing Darrell Guffey to 
leave from his teaching duties 
early and arrive late so that he 
could drive a school bus and re¬ 
ceive pay for teaching and being 
a school bus driver. 

• Requiring/permitting grades 
to be changed for a student to 
ensure that the student graduated 
when the student didn’t com¬ 
plete the coursework or earn the 
grade. 

• Requiring at least one teach¬ 
er, Jim Hicks, to repeatedly su¬ 
pervise the cafeteria not allowing 
him to have a duty-free lunch as 
required by KRS 158.060. 

• Allowing a health credit to 
be awarded to students partici¬ 
pating in JROTC and a physical 
education credit to be awarded 
to JROTC students without the 
course following the PE curricu¬ 
lum. 

• Special education teach¬ 
ers at GCHS being required to 
teach regular education students, 
which is outside of their certifi¬ 
cation area. 

The OEA found merit in two 
of the five allegations. Those 
pertained to teachers with out¬ 
side employment and how GCHS 
JROTC students received their 
health credits. 

According to the Grant County 
Staff Procedure Manual, all staff 


are required to be in their rooms 
or on assigned duty no later than 
7:30 a.m. and they must remain 
on duty until 3:30 p.m. 

The OEA established that 
Guffey drove a school bus at the 
same time he was teaching. He 
was not required to sign in or out, 
so the OEA couldn’t verify if he 
worked the hours required of all 
the other certified staff. Guffey 
is a full-time teacher and also 
serves as head girls’ basketball 
coach. 

Grant County Superinten¬ 
dent Ron Livingood said other 
districts utilize teachers as bus 
drivers, so that practice is not un¬ 
usual. A teacher at Grant County 
Middle School also drives a 
school bus. 

The Grant County Board of 
Education Policy 3.1331 states, 
“Certified employees shall not 
accept outside employment or 
activities which will prevent 
them from fulfilling regularly 
assigned school duties and ob¬ 
ligations. Employees shall not 
perform any duties related to an 
outside job during their regular 
working hours.” 

The OEA concluded that 
Guffey’s position as a bus driver 
is considered outside employ¬ 
ment because it “is a completely 
separate position through the 
Grant County School District 


and specific pay is received for 
additional hours of work each 
day.” 

Livingood said that the issue 
will be addressed by revising 
each school’s handbook to allow 
exceptions for the start and end 
times for teachers at the discre¬ 
tion and approval of their super¬ 
visors. 

“These two teachers who also 
work as bus drivers receive one 
check from the district,” Liv¬ 
ingood said. “This issue can be 
rectified by changing the rules 
with more appropriate language 
in each school’s handbook.” 

The OEA ruled that Herald 
was in violation of the Grant 
County Staff Procedures Hand¬ 
book and GC Board of Educa¬ 
tion Policy 3.1331, as well as 
KRS 161.180, by allowing non- 
certified personnel to supervise 
his students when he leaves class 
prior to the end of the period 
to perform his second job as a 
school bus driver. 

Herald must supply the 
OEA documentation to support 
Guffey’s compliance of the staff 
procedure manual by Aug. 30, 
2013. 

Herald said she will work 
with the district’s administration 
to address the issue. 

“We want to make sure our 
teaching time and bus driver 


time is separate so that both job 
responsibilities can be met,” 
Herald said. 

The other allegation, concern¬ 
ing health credits, was also found 
by the OEA to have merit. 

Herald said that the issue had 
been brought to her attention 
well before the OEA investiga¬ 
tion and had already been ad¬ 
dressed. 

According to the OEA report, 
Herald became aware at the end 
of the 2011 -2012 school year that 
the KDE required health credit 
could not be achieved through 
the JROTC class. GCHS had al¬ 
lowed students enrolled in the 
JROTC program to use JROTC 
courses to satisfy both the PE 
and health credit requirements. 

On June 8, 2012, Hearld sent 
a letter to JROTC students and 
parents informing them of the is¬ 
sue. The letter stated, “KDE will 
only recognize the PE compo¬ 
nent of JROTC. This means you 
will need to consider how you 
wish to gain the health compo¬ 
nent prior to your graduation.” 

The OEA concluded that 
GCHS JROTC program, would 
be required to follow the Ken¬ 
tucky Core Academic Standards 
for PE, which can be substituted 
for a half credit for PE. It can¬ 
not be substituted for the health 
requirement. 

“Principal Herald violated the 
requirements of 704 KAR 3:305 
by allowing students of GCHS to 
use courses in the JROTC pro¬ 
gram to meet the one-half credit 
health requirement for gradua¬ 
tion,” the OEA report stated. 

“Prior to the investigation, 
we already made changes so that 
students will receive their health 
credit through certified staff,” 
Herald said. “Their PE credit can 


be obtained through the JROTC 
program or in a traditional phys¬ 
ical education class.” 

Scott Mann, the parent of a 
2013 graduate of GCHS, was 
concerned whether his son would 
be impacted when he goes off to 
school this fall because he did 
not recieve his PE credit because 
he took JROTC as a freshman. 

“I believe when we entrust 
our children to a school system, 
we should trust they are getting 
the education the state says they 
should,” Mann said. 

Mann said he called the 
OEA and was told that his son 
wouldn’t be penalized for not 
having the half credit since he 
had already graduated. 

The OEA found no merit in 
the other three allegations. The 
report either indicated that “Her¬ 
ald did not wrongly permit or 
require grades to be changed” or 
the OEA during its investigation 
was unable to “verify wrongdo¬ 
ing by Principal Herald because 
individual staff testimony was 
inconclusive and documentation 
was not available.” 

The OEA report also conclud¬ 
ed that “Herald did not violate 
statute or regulation by allow¬ 
ing teachers already employed 
at GCHS to act as a ‘substitute’ 
teacher on the occasions when 
no substitute teacher was avail¬ 
able for the teacher of record.” 

“We’re going to continue 
to do what’s best for our kids,” 
Herald said. “Classrooms today 
aren’t the same as they were 
when I was in school, so we are 
going to continue to look at a 
variety of ways to educate stu¬ 
dents, including non-traditional 
settings, which look different 
than people are used to, but stu¬ 
dents are always first.”

Howard was stand¬ 
ing next to me when

Howard used to purchase soda 
pop, in bottles, at Pic Pac. The 
reason he choose bottles was that 
he could hand pick his own six- 
pack carton by pulling bottles 
from all the cartons and lining 
them up, choosing the six that had 
that, ever so slightly, a little bit 
more in them. 

Howard loved our Christmas 
in July subscription special and 


customer appre¬ 
ciation day. Along 
with a money saving 
subscription offer, I 
would cook hotdogs 
and we gave out free 
chips and a drink to 
anyone that came by 
the office. The event 
always happened on 
the hottest day of 
the year. 

Howard would 
always show up. 

“Do you want a 
hotdog, Mr. Chip- 
man?” I would ask. 
“Well, I wouldn’t 
refuse one,” he would say. 

He would sit under the old 
quince tree in front of our office 
as I cooked, slowly enjoying his 
hotdog, chips and drink. Before 
he left he would accept my offer 
for another hotdog or two and 
I would insist that he take a few 
home, along with a couple extra 
drinks and packages of chips. 

He was always polite and 
grateful. 

This column isn’t so much an 
informational piece for you, but 
rather a closure on the loss of a 
friend for me. 

I already miss seeing Howard 
approach, wearing his signature 
brown work pants and matching 
shirt and wide brimmed classic 
Kentucky hat; a smile on his old 
face and that 1860 style beard.

Watching over the wall 


T he quiet darkness of a July 
night surrounded one of 
the seven Vietnam Travel¬ 
ing Walls at the Kentucky Veterans 
Cemetery North in Grant County. 
Arriving on July 9 and leaving July 
15, one of the requirements to host 
the Wall is to have a 24/7 guard. 

From midnight Friday to 8 a.m. 
Saturday, my husband, Bob and I 
were privileged to stand guard. 

Periodically, we would walk the 
Wall silently gazing at all the names 
there. Osborne on the East Wall; 
Smith on the West Wall; the date 
when it was dedicated; marveling at 
the sheer number of men and wom¬ 
en that perished during the Vietnam 
War from Nov.l, 1955 to May 15, 
1975. 

There is a humbling power in the 
Wall. You feel it when you walk 
there. But, you know it when you 
see a veteran walk to a certain point, 
place his hand on the Wall and col¬ 
lapse to his knees, head bowed in si¬ 


lence, shoulders shak¬ 
ing in quiet sobs. 

We were at the orig¬ 
inal Wall in Washing¬ 
ton, DC the week be¬ 
fore. Surprisingly, this 
Wall and the traveling 
Wall both have a simi¬ 
lar ambience. 

In the peaceful qui¬ 
et just before dawn, the 
Wall stood silently. As 
the morning dawned 
and the birds began 
their chorus, the soft 
light slowly bathed the 
whole area in a warm, 
rosy glow. 

Around 7 a.m., visitors began 
to filter in. Some folks from a lo¬ 
cal church who were in the adjacent 
meadow to pray for those whose 
names were on the wall; a gentle¬ 
man who had seen the Wall before, 
but had come to see it again; a young 
man who’s father was in Vietnam; 


more volunteers and 
finally, the folks tak¬ 
ing over our watch. 

As we sleepily 
turned toward home, 
we glanced back at 
the Wall, now com¬ 
pletely bathed in 
morning sunshine, 
surrounded by birds 
singing their morning 
chorus. The power 
was still there, sur¬ 
rounding the Huey 
Helicopter and the 
Through the Eyes” 
memorabillia and 
pictures exhibits. 

It was a night to remember. We 
were tired, yes but it felt right, to 
maintain guard over the memorial 
of a war that marked our generation 
in history.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 


It’s always something... 


I t seems only fair to share an update to the 
story since so many of you have been 
kind enough to lament my troubles with 
predation on the laying hens and the pastured 
broilers. If you missed the column from a few 
weeks back it basically chronicled some owl and 
fox attacks on our pastured poultry we raise for 
meat down in the nut grove and our egg-laying 
hens that range freely around the barn and house 
during the day. 

We protect the layers in a secure barn at night 
but our luck ran out with daytime strikes as a fox 
picked off about eight in three days. The hens 
had to be on lock down in the barn for about a 
week; they still had a great view of open range 
but were not happy about their limited access. 
They were let out under supervision-which is 
really impossible with 70 hens. 

I had mentioned that I let our Maremma 
livestock guardian dog out of his pasture where 
he patrolled for predators around the broilers 
and the sheep. I thought maybe he would help to 
deter fox during the day around the barn area but 
this was not a real solution because it basically 
confused Baxter. He had been trained (rather we 
reinforced his natural instincts) to stay on pasture 
with broilers and sheep. If you go off routine 
with Baxter it makes him manic for a few days. 

So, as the owls continued to pluck a chicken 
a night we decided to net the whole area; this 
was cumbersome because we move them weekly 
through the nut grove. We managed to break the 
cycle and finally return to an unnetted version 
with no fatalities for 21 days- last night one got 
it. It was foggy so we are thinking that this may 
have worked to the advantage of the nearly 
silent owl that Baxter could not see. Andy will 
be buying some colorful pennants to string 
between branches because the netting is now 
over the blueberries. So in total we have lost 
seven broilers to owls. They go to the processor, 
so a cleared field for a month may help to 
“reset” the simpatico of the farm and encourage 
the owls to move on; or

end with the winged and 
four-legged eaters; seems 
snakes like to eat baby 
birds and chicken eggs. 
Yep, of all things, one 
morning we look up at one 
of the barn swallow’s nest 
and there is a big rat snake 
wrapped around and in it 
(with a bulging mid¬ 
section). This was the 
ultimate insult to the farm 
because we are named 
after the barn swallows! We discussed the 
matter and decided that we needed to protect our 
investment and let us just say the snake is no 
longer in one piece. The brooder for baby chicks 
is also in the barn so it is critical to secure it 
from snakes, too.

it’s going to be a team effort. 
I want to work with the staff 
to make changes where we 
need to.” 

Part of her focus will 
be working to improve test 
scores at MCE. 

“Strong test scores are a 
byproduct of a strong insti¬ 
tution and they are hugely 
important, but they are not 
all that we do,” she said. 

She’ll earn a salary of 
$82,985.17 as MCE‘s prin¬ 
cipal. 

She officially began her 
new duties July 1 and had 
already been in the building 
and walked the halls just to 
get a feel for the place she 
is now responsible for. 

“Each school has a dif¬ 
ferent feel and there’s a 


strong sense of ownership at 
MCE, “she said. “I believe 
it’s a privilege to be in educa¬ 
tion. Our kids are special and 
I want our building to reflect 
that.” 

Adkins is not afraid of 
hard work. She could be 
found working after others 
had gone home as she poured 
over the district’s test scores 
as part of her duties as the 
district’s advocate for student 
achievement. 

When she’s not working, 
she is a member of Concord 
Baptist Church. She also 
likes to read and spends time 
watching her sons play bas¬ 
ketball, baseball and golf. 

She knows there will be

When he located it, 
Ball ran his fingers gently 
over the name and then 
took a photograph of it. 

For others it was a 
chance to share an experi¬ 
ence with their families. 

Norm Whitney of Dry 
Ridge, brought his three 
grandchildren to the 
exhibit. 

“I believe it’s very 
important for them to see 
a little bit of the price of 
war,” Whitney said. 

Jared Whitney 

expressed sadness at see¬ 
ing all the names engraved 
on the black panels. 

“All these people 
fought for our freedom,” 
he said. 

“I think it’s crazy that 
so many people would 
give up their lives for our 
freedom. It’s cool, but it’s 
really sad,” said Emily 
Whitney. 

For others scarred by 
the Vietnam War, it was 


another opportunity for 
healing. 

John Osborne of 
Williamstown, had mixed 
emotions about the wall 
coming. 

“I’ve never seen the 
original, so this was the 
first time I was around it 
and I actually spent time 
looking up a couple of 
names,” said the Vietnam 
veteran, known for his 
military drawings and 
paintings. 

Osborne said he started 
painting so he wouldn’t 
have to sleep because of 
his dreams of his time in 
Vietnam. The more he 
painted the better he got. 

“I know it meant a lot 
in different ways to differ¬ 
ent people,” he said. 

Osborne, who volun¬ 
teered at the wall, met 
another Vietnam veteran 
from Cincinnati who drove 
down to see the wall. 

“He told me his name 
was on the wall by mis¬ 
take, but it couldn’t be 


taken off,” Osborne said. 
“He wasn’t sure how he 
would do finally seeing a 
memorial.” 

The man, with the help 
of an on-site grief coun¬ 
selor, made his way to the 
wall. 

“You see guys who 
wouldn’t break for any¬ 
thing who are deeply 
impacted by this,” Osborne 
said. 

“I dreaded a lot of it at 
first, but I’m absolutely 
glad I was a part of it. You 
owe it to the community 
to do that and I’ve finally 
reached a point where I 
don’t mind talking about 
some of it,” he said. 

Making sure that the 
Vietnam War and veterans 
are never forgotten has 
become the life work of 
John Hosier, who takes his 
photography exhibit, 
“Through The Eyes” to 
schools and community 
events. 

Hosier spent 

Wednesday, July 10 set¬ 
ting up more than 400 
photos and artifacts, in his 
display, while 

Williamstown city 
employees and volunteers 
assembled the wall, but a 
severe storm blew threw 
the county dumping rain 
and knocking over tents, 
causing the opening cere¬ 
mony for the wall to be 
moved to Thursday, July 
11 . 

“We started with six 
tents and ended up with 
three, but it didn’t matter 
because you came, young 
and old, you came togeth¬ 
er to assemble those pan¬ 
els,” Mosier said during 
the closing ceremony for 
the wall on July 15. 

Mosier, a Vietnam vet¬ 


eran, said on the day he 
was wounded, six of his 
friends were killed. He 
said his exhibit has trav¬ 
eled to more than 300 
towns and he plans to con¬ 
tinue to take it across the 
country so that those who 
sacrificed in Vietnam 
won’t be forgotten. 

“Everywhere I go, I’m 
going to think about you, 
here in Williamstown and 
Grant County, because 
you’ve touched my heart,” 
he said. 

The sincerity in 
Mosier’s voice and his 
choice of words got to 
Osborne. 

“I didn’t feel a great 
deal of emotion until I 
heard him speak at the end 
and that’s when it really 
hit me. I think it worked 
on everyone,” Osborne 
said. 

Mosier’s moving, 
impassioned words, as 
well as the presence of the 
300-foot wall, left an 
impact. 

Grown men, some who 
had never met, hugged 
and shook hands because 
they shared a bond having 
served in Vietnam. 

Even men who had 
known each other for 
years, embraced, after 
Mosier’s closing com¬ 
ments. 

“Brothers, forever,” 
Terry Conrad, Grant 
County’s building inspec¬ 
tor and a Vietnam Veteran, 
called out to Osborne. 

For Osborne, the emo¬ 
tion came when he drove 
back by the Kentucky 
Veterans Cemetery North 
as the wall was being dis¬ 
assembled. 

“That’s when it got 
me,” he said.

Later, Ronnie’s commanding 
officer told him to get on a heli¬ 
copter. 

Little did he know who would 
be waiting for him when they 
landed. 

“When I got off, (Ed) was sit¬ 
ting there waiting for me,” Ronnie 
said. “It was a surprise. I thought, 
‘What in the world’s going to 
happen now?’ I had been there 
for awhile and was kind of flash¬ 
ing back to all the stuff he was 
going to have to go through and I 
had seen. I was hoping it would 
be better, but I don’t think it 
changed much, as far as condi¬ 
tions. It was surprise. It was hap¬ 
piness. It was sadness and as 
many emotions as you can 
have.” 

The brothers stayed together 
for about 12 days, out of harm’s 
way as much as possible before 
Ronnie, who had been in Vietnam 


for about eight months, learned 
he would be heading home. 

“I don’t know if the paper¬ 
work got messed up or what, but 
usually back then they wouldn’t 
send two brothers into the com¬ 
bat zone together,” Ed said. 

Ed, who is two years younger 
than his brother, served for about 
seven more months before return¬ 
ing home. 

More than four decades later, 
the Gabbert brother remember a 
lot about their time fighting in 
Vietnam. 

“There was days when things 
weren’t too bad and it wasn’t too 
threatening,” Ronnie said. “Then, 
there were other times when 
you’d get into an ambush. The 
worst thing I experienced as far 
as being fearful was when I was 
a squad leader. We’d take turns 
going out on a patrol after dark. 
You’d set up your ambush on a 
trail or something where there 
was expected to be some travel¬ 


ing. You only had eight or 10 
guys with you. That used to 
unnerve me about as much as 
anything I’d ever done.” 

While Ed said he does not talk 
about his time in Vietnam often, 
he thinks about it. 

“It was a big part of my life,” 
he said. “I turned 21 in Vietnam. 
I was a young scrapper, I guess 
you could say. It makes you grow 
up in a hurry. I was glad to serve 
and I served to the best of my 
ability. If I had to do it again, I’d 
sign up tomorrow.” 

While he served, Ed said he 
just hoped he made a positive dif¬ 
ference. 

“I had a tender place for the 
children,” he said. “I hated to see 
them mistreated.” 

He met some good buddies 
who he tried to take care of, just 
like they took care of him. 

Upon returning home, not 
every veteran was treated well by 
those who did not support the 


war in Vietnam, something Ed 
said he and his brother experi¬ 
enced. 

“We wasn’t respected like I 
thought we’d get,” Ed said. “It 
was kind of a pretty big adjust¬ 
ment period. We weren’t looking 
for any parade or anything like 
that. We were just glad to be 
home and wanted to be treated as 
such.” 

Both Ronnie and Ed have 
made trips to Washington D.C. to 
see the Vietnam Memorial Wall. 

When they learned the travel¬ 
ing memorial would be displayed 
in Williamstown, they decided to 
volunteer as guards. 

“It was emotional both in 
Washington and here as well,” 
Ronnie said. “Just to look at so 
many names, some that I proba¬ 
bly saw while I was over there, 
and see how it turned out for 
them, it made you realize how 
fortunate you were and how the 
Lord looked over you. It really 


makes you be thankful.” 

The brothers located the 
names of a few people they 
served with on the wall. 

Ed, who enjoyed talking with 
veterans while volunteering at 
the wall, said the memorial was 
“incredible.” 

“They’ve done an excellent 
job,” he said. “The wall is set up 
nice. I’m hoping a lot of people 
come and look at it and give the 
honor and respect that these men 
and women should receive.”

It’s 
about them guys who didn’t make 
it. That’s what the whole thing’s 
about.”
